He seos
erime, flith, and wretehednesa of the worst kind,
guch as it 18 not poseible to see In Any other place
He soea the miserably poor, the oulcasts and p- .-
pera of “w“i‘ the thieves, petty aud t)l!lt!l'\fll"” the
prostitutes, the desperadoes, and evea the ...
derers, those who have escaped detecklon p..-pp.

Then rows of brokea<lown and decay-
ing trame bulldmgs crowded upon each other on
every inch of ground In or near Bedford, Spadord,
Baker, 8t, Mary's, and the numerons other small
stroets, conrts, and alleys, Now Baker and Spaf-
ford streets are almost reclalmed, and whal were
the very worst gpots now contaln dawellings —am4ll
but more neat and comfortable than the rotten dens
which preceded them —~inkabited by & poor but re-
ppectable clags of working men. Bedford street
itself, though the hardest so reclaim, 18 now show.
ing anmnistakable sigus of u better time coming., I8
rotien tenements etill rematn to & great exteas, but
In some lestances they have glven place to more
human-like dwellings, having a less disreputable
look, at the lesast. Others are already doomed,
thirongh the exertions of i specinl soclety hareafter
to be mentioned, and In doe course of thme must
Burcly give way 10 lmprovements,

This present comparatively good condition of the
pelghboroood 18 largely, if not entirely, owing to the
work of the Bediord Street Mission, This was
started at atime when no deceat peraon dared 1o
veuture into the vile district, aad It was established
right in the heart of the very worst section, 1t has
endared and outlived hardships, sneers, auad Ul
trealiment from both friend and foe. Though It wad
looked upon at first with the greatest susplolon, and
even hated by the inhabitants of the neghbornood,
16 has Fmdnall worked 1ts way luto she hearts of
many of them by attendling to thieir physical wants
firet, and afterwards thelr spiritual, The life devo-
tion of Rev, Mr. Long and his worthy lady to the
work there set before them could not bas produace
an effect, When sthose who were to be benetied saw
for themgelves Lhat it was for no solflsh ends that

the missionary came among Lhem, they were
the more susceptible to any wil-
vances which might e made, Even

the worst, who will bhave nothlag to do with the
miesion, now treat 1ts miasioanry with respact,
Thoss who were 184 greatest enemies ara now deals
rous of the good oplufon of its ofeers,

Where parents are Irrecisltmable, the work of the
migsion M to take the ehlidren saud edacate them o
better waya, The educations] system has now bheen
golng on long enough Lo Show 8ome of 18 frals,
Fhe hearts of the workers are now muvle giad by an
eccaslonal visit froin 8om : young person wilo is now
at least o respectunle memver of the com nunity,
whoin they had taken from the worat and odacatd
to usefuluess, Medloal atteadance, irrespsetive of
gvuun or religlon, friend or foe, I8 freely dispense!

¥ the misslon, Fllthiness 18 the greatest cusmy of
the goo1 work, and therefore the espeasial object of
the  mission's exertlons, All who are 1o any
way connected with the misslon house, whether
a8 pupll or the recipient of medioal
ald, are tiret made s clean as possiole, then nave
their other wanis attended to. Froe batha for every-
body were started several years ago by the mssion
aud were well patrentzed, They were (o successfa
operation duriug the past suminer, and It was by
this meansd that the dreadfol plagae of the relapsing
fever was ln a great measure stayed, These haths
are also greatly necded pow, but the fuuds will not
permit the introduction of hot water, withonat whlch
thoy are uscless in the winter season. Qlothing s
distripited to the needy as ocension and money wiil
warrant, The puplis of the Misslion-scliool are the
special reciplents of this charity. Once & vear at
least, at the Christmns dinner, the members of the
day and Sunday scliools recelve eschi a sult of
clothes, which charitable ladics, members of the
Board of Managers, or contributors make up,
Secular education of both sexes 18 made a primoe
nocessity, and children of both sexes are gabthere]
luto whit 18 now & flourishing school, Rellgions
training 18 also given to whoever will accept of it
Though all exertlons are used to bring people to the
church and Sunday-school services, anch attendance
15 not made obligatory, What 18 aought 18 raiher to
win people in by & pure voluntary love of the thing,
Under this arrangement it 18 not fonnd diMcult )
obtaln good audiences,

It is the Bedford sireet mission which continnally
ronses the city authonties to action when thelr ser-
vices are needed. The Board of Health, which
usually does nothing anless It has to in this reglon
where the resalts will not show 0 the commuanity
ab large, 1s continuwlly made to attend to fts
neglected duty by the oMeers of the mission, The
polive and the bullding lvspectora whose business
it I to condemn the rotten bulldings when they got
nusafe, are also alded or urged on by the mission
oflicers, The mission was never (n a better working
order, but it must have funds to carry on Its work,
It 18 supported entirely by voluntary oiferiogs. A
belter charivy there could not posaibly be,

An ludustrial gchool for girls meets in the Mission
House two alternoons in a wei k. In 1t the giris are
taught principally to sew. Many of its pupl's on
enteriog, though well grown, have not the slightest
Iden how to use a nocdle, The school has just becn
started for the present seasun. The average at-
tendance 18 msbouy Lhirty-five, Tnough no good
#preliens of work can yet be shown, the teachers
#tate that In less than 81X weeks very creditable
neediework can be turned out. A great want of
material 10 work with s feit in running this school,
Any ladies who have old pleces of stadt, or old sar-
ments of any sort, which ¢an be cut up and remade
Into any shape, will ind them W be very acceptanle
It presented o Nr Long wt the mission, Bvery
inch of old stull in tne private honsesof the teachiers
I8 at present preased (nto the service, and It is feared
that this seant provicion will soon fall. Ia this con-
nection It might be well to mention the fact that the
misgion has just received s large box countaining
ahout fAfty dollars worth of cloth and material for
the Christmas presents of clothing for the children.
It came (rom the Arm of Muallsllen & Brother,
woollen manufacturers of Kent conoty, Maryland,
Thissame frm send yearly sbout the sams amount
A4 & donation, of which herétolore no scknow elg.
ment has heon made, The mission {8 very thankrfal,
The lndy tenchers and the friends are now engazed
I ontting out and making vp the goods, as far as
they will go, into gomfortable winter garinests, The
Industrinl-school cannot us yer be trusted on such
practical work as this

A free lodging heuse for women has lately baen
opened by the mission aathorities in the sams
bu.lding where the batng were located in the sum-
mer. 1o it free ledgl Is provided for all who may
apply, or whom the police bring when it 18 wo late
Or 100 culd to réach the statlon, The outcast womnen
are thus brooght under a good Influence, and their
ehildren are saved In many lustaunces from o death
by freesing. By i4, also, the police will ba euabied
0 know the professional begging class who will not
£0 to the stulion for shelter. Those who
will make use of ihe shelter sre the ones
who ususlly either remain in the street all night or
are crowded into the worst deus and oellars wnere
wickedoess, filth, and discase avonnd, For the
warst of the customary accommodations, prohanly
only sleeplug room in an undoored celar with »
dozen or more of others of both sex48, & rent 's pald
of abou! ten cents a night, In the Misglon Hoase
lodging a better reating place can be obtalued (e,
Tha only trouble 18 that the fands of the mlssion
will pot allow the spuce to be suMolently lars..
With more money a slinlar establishment for tus
accommodatin of men could also be opened,

Through the exertions of the misslon several
lapdioras have put up & botter class of lodging-
houses, though meny of the old erowded ones still
remaln, they belng too profitable to be done wwuy
with any sooner thun necessary. The laadlords are
msuslly rioh people, living In the best part of tne
elty, and by resson of tho grest nambers whici tus
bulldings shelter, the small origlual cost, and the
positive freedom from runblog eXpeuse —they belig
allowed 0 Wear out @8  fast a8 they
can, and after What to slay worn  oui—the
miserable  suruotures pay & very  high
rate of Interest on the oapital invested. 1618 maluly
the landlords who demoralize the people, They
nak high rent, and the peope will pay them 80 long
s they are allowed to make 1he mo ey by disrepa-
table or dishonest means, To this the lanalord gu
no objection. To remedy this evil a bullding a8 «ocis-
tion has lately been started witlch totends gradaally
Lo obtaln posseseion of the ‘{guml and ervol com-
fortable bulidings upon it, which will then be let out
for lodsnn Al reasonable rates, The organlzatiin
Is the Benedoout Ballding Association, and 1t
4 composed of some of our best oitlzens, r.

Andrew’s Soclety of Philadelphia was cele-
brated Inst evening In & grand dinner given at
Augustin's on Walnut strect. About sixty gentle.
men participated. The mambership of this old nad
honorable society Is composed of gome of our most
prominent and substamtial citizens, who, eliher of
Beoten birth or descent, hnve united themse!ves
under the broad bauner of 8t. Andrew o 4 cha je-
able works and keep green to thelr memories the dear
iand of the Covenant.

We noviced among the distinguished gentlemen
present those representing all the learncd profos-
gious, judges of the courts, oMcers of the army,
merchants, bankers, and leading business men, Tue
evening was passed In the most delightfal manner.
Bpeech and song allernated, and the merdioont
thronghout the evening was of the most geauine
kind, The carcs and troubles of fe esch man
seemed to have left at the cuter door, and brought
In with him only o heart open for pleasare and ral
enjoyment. The venerable and distinguished Pre-
gldent of the soelety, Mr. Charles Mucaleter, pre-
glddled In his usual dignified and charming manner,

After the good things produoced had been $ho-
roughly enjoyed, to the entire satisfaction of all
prescnt—the regular toasts of the evenlng were
announced j—

First. The lmmortal memory of 8t. Androw,

Second, The President of the Unlted States,

Third, The Quecn of Greas Britain apd Ireland,

Fourth SBcolinsd—a land made prusr.-ruus. happy
and froe by the virtue, religion, and intelligence of
her sons,

This toast was responded te most eloguently by
the Hon, James Camptell, who presented the his-
tory of Bcodand ks an example 1o all other nations,
The freedomn of Nher sons, spiritosl wnd civil, was
wrought out by the Indomitavle will, untiring pa-
triotlsm, and valor of her sons. He gpoke of the
fact that whilst the Roman soldiery overthrew and
conquered the UDritaing, no soidler of Rome ever
placed his foot north of the dividing wall, The in-
domitavle will that heid the Roman st bay hal
malninined threongh a long night of oppression the
frecdom and inde pendence of the people,

When Scotland gave to Engiand a king, and con-
sented to the uulon, she did 8o of her own free will,
asating not a jot of the principles and rights for
which she had contended,

The pext toust of the evening was the “United
States of Amerioa. Great o all that can elevate &
pation and bless a peaple.”

Cleneral Patterson regponded to this toast In an
eloguent and affecting wanner. A8 the Generdl has
lived nearly aslong as the Government has beoen
eftubilished, he could 1alk with considerable freedom
upon the snbject. One thought drapped by im In
uw.l course of his remarks I8 worthy of especlal
noviee,

After speaking of the physical growth and power
of the United Stutes—of her inventive genlas, she
havipg developed and perfected the application of
gteam to locomotion—invented the great wonder of
the age, the telegraph, united the oceans by bands
of tron, and wotderfally developed the resoarces of
6 coptinent, he added :—*“Thig, great ana wonderfu!
na it 18, “lli not proserve your Governuient or cou-
serve your liberties, The people must ramember, if
they would be great and enduriong, that ‘righteous-
ness exalteth a natlon, aud that sin is o reproach to
any pecple. "

“The Judiclary of Pennsylvania —Fearless and In-
dependent”—was responded to by George M, 1al-
las, Esq., who annouuced himsell a8 an nnexpocted
substitute for Mr, Chief Justios Taompson, who was
unexpectedly d o terred from belng pressnt, Toe jo-

A brimuling pledge to the City of Penn

To this topst ex-Governor Pollock responded in
maost fitiing terms.  He gpoke of the fact that,
nithough not Philadelphita born, he had salways
taken & Hively interest lo all that appertained to her
growth sund greatness, and since he had come to
take up hig abode within ity lmits s love and ad-
miration had been deepencd sud strengthiened, IHe
#poke of her inechanleal and judustrial later:sts, of
her happy, well-fed, nnd  well-housed artisaus, of
her bonudless charlu-s, of her noble, generons
deeds, of her unwavering loyalty in the hoar of the
nution’s peril, that was willing to suffer all things
that the uation might be preserved, She has an
honored name among the olties of the earth, and
will have so lml‘g as morality and charity are en-
graven upon her bannera,
